San Gabriel canyon flood con-

Tuesday, 
when the board of supervisors 
opened bids from six great con- 
tracting firms of the United 
States. 


The low bid came from a combina- 


tion of three well-known firms—the

excavation and the construction of 
the dam. This bid was $11,250,040. 
Added to this amount of the ex- 
pense of building the structure will 
be the item of $8,000,000 for the 
3,500,000 barrels of cement, a sepa- 
rate contract for which the district 
will ask bids later. 


The district has already expended 


about $1,500,000 in the building of 
a railroad eleven miles from the 
mouth of the canyon to the site of 
the dam, and for other preliminary 
work, including the acquiring of 
rights of way, purchase of necessary 
land, establishment of district camps, 
and preliminary surveys. If the low 
bid is accepted, the cost of the dam 
will then be about $23,000,000, ac- 
cording to Chief 'Engineer E. 0. Eat- 
on of the flood 'control district, who 
is now engaged in a careful scrutiny 
of the bids. 


Tfiis is within the $25,000,000 ap- 


propriation, or estimate, as named 
in the itemized list of dams in the 
bond issue of 1924. This does not 
mean that the contractor agrees to 
build a dam according to specifica- 
tions for this sum, however, but will 
build it for that sum in the event 
that the estimates of the amount of 
rock and gravel to be moved and the 
amount of concrete to be put in 
place • is correct, as figured by the 
chief engineer and the members of 
the consulting board. 


Other bidders were: 
Utah Con- 


struction company, $13,343,540; Ar- 
undel corporation, $11,974,856; Guy 
F. Atkinson & J. F. Shea company, 
$12,798,840; C. J. Kubach, $12,290,- 
570; Lynn Atkinson, $12,297,390. A 
bid to furnish sand, grave land crush- 
ed rock was received from the Union 
Rock 'company, agreeing to furnish 
half the amount needed for $1,809,- 
000, or all of it for $3,670,000. 


Charles Eoss, of the firm making 


the lowest bid, was the contractor 
who built the Big Santa Anita can- 
yon dam above Arcadia. Harvel Slo- 
cum, who is his superintendent of 
construction, had 
charge 
of 
the 


building of the Lake Hodges dam, 
the Exchecquer dam in northern 
California, and the dam above Sierra 
Mad re. 


The construction calls for 1,200,000 


cubic yards of excavation, the lay-

The 
story was also reprinted in the Ar- 
gus. 


During his university days he oc- 


cupied the chair of chief editor of 
the university's newspaper, "The 
Daily Calif ornian," and was promi- 
nent in student affairs, a member of 
the Golden Bear and Winged Helmet 
honor societies, and the Psi Upsilon 
fraternity. 


While in Europe, connected with a 


business concern, the world war 
broke out, and he joined Herbert 
Hoover in relief work in Belgium. 
He became one of Hoover's chief 
aides, and was placed in charge of 
milk distribution for all of northern 
France. For this work he was award- 
ed -a gold medal bj' the Comite Na- 
tionale. At the time of his death he 
was enroute to Buenos Aires, osten- 
sibly on a business trip for the firm 
with which he was connected, but it 
was stated privately that his trip 
had some significance in connection 
with President-elect Hoover's survey 
of conditions in South America, and 
that he was slated for a South Amer- 
ican post under the coming adminis- 
tration. 


His brother, John D. (Jack) Flet- 


cher, also a Covina graduate, lives in 
San Francisco, and his sister, Evelyn 
Fletcher (now Mrs. Harold McCoy 
of St. Louis) was educated here, and 
in the Marlborough school for girls 
in Los Angeles. Hundreds of the 
members of Holy Trinity parish, the 
faculty of the high school and citi- 
zens generally in Covina, who have 
watched the bulletins -anxiously, are 
deeply moved by this tragic ending 
to a brilliant career that bore prom- 
ise of greater achievements in the 
future.

Newman and his team of Colts have await- 


ed this day ever since 1925, when Bakersfield 
kept Covina from a state championship by one 
point. 
The following year Bakersfield failed 


to quality for the championship playoff and 
Covina met San Mateo, while last year Bakers- 
field qualified for the finals and Covina was 
nosed out by Fullertou. What Bakersfield did 
to Fnllerton was awful. 


This year, howuver. Griffith and Newman 


got together and did their own arranging, with 
the result that Monday saw one of the best 


high school games ever played. This arrangement also included 
a game between the same teams on the local gridiron in 1929. 


At the outset of the game Monday, after some brilliant open. 


Aeld..rvtxu£ng by Fischers for Ckrvina, it looked as tho Bakersfield 
would have too much power for Coviiia, but as the game went 
on tho.CoIts kept looking bettor. Covina had a superior passing 
attack, while Bakersfield just couldn't stop Fischer on his de- 
layed bucks and off-tackle runs. Both teams showed superior 
work on offense, and the one that had the ball had tiie advan- 
tage. On defense, Chamberlain, Rauschenbach and Armel show- 
ed up best for the local boys, but all the players were doing their 
parts well and made few mistakes. The game was about as error- 
less as is usually seen. Bakersfield making the worst bobble when 
a triple pass was fumbled and Armel recovered and made a long 
run. 
This was the play that ruined "Pop" 
Warner's chances 


with U. S. C., and worked no better for Bakersfield. 


On offense. Gene Fischer was the sensation of the day, tear- 


ing off long yardage time after time by keeping behind his inter- 
ference as they spilled the Bakersfield defense. Chamberlain 
was also going good on shorter and more powerful drives thru 
the opposing line. 


Rudy Rauschenbach at guard was in almost every play of the 


day. while Captain Chamberlain made stop after stop of the 
Bakersfield ball carriers after they had passed everyone else.

On way from Kobe, Japan, 
to Shaiikhai, 
Sept. 21, 1928, 7:15 p. m. 


Dour Folks: 


Well, first of all now is to tell you 


where T 
and about it all. We 


left Osaka at 2 p.m. today for Shang- 
hai via Inland sen. So far it's very 
smooth and we keep passing lots of 
islands on both sides. Of course it's 
dark now, but the country coming 
diit of Koke was quite pretty along 
the coast, but as far as I can see of 
Japan, there is no back country 
whatsoever; nothing but islands that 
are mountains. I didn't get back *n- 
lancl, but I understand that there is 
nothing much more to it than that. 


We arrived in Kobe at S a.m. Mon- 


day and started unloading at once. 
They have but very few docks to 
speak of, so we had to anchor out in 
the harbor. Even if they did have 
docks, they wouldn't let us go along- 
side with our cargo of oil and gas, 
consequently we had to unload on 
barges. It wasn 't 15 minutes after 
we stopped until there were about 
20 barges around us and about 200- 
300 Japs on board. Most of them 
were laborers, but you should see the 
mess of peddlers selling everything 
you can think of, from beer to jew- 
elry, trinkets, clothes, novelties, and 
whatnots. I never saw such a con- 
glomeration of stuff before. It cer- 
tainly was tempting not to buy, but 
I held off and didn't buy anything 
aboard, but waited until I went to 
Kobe that night and bot a few silk 
sjood? from a good merchant that the 
purser took me to. Gee. but I'd have 
given anything if I'd had about $50 
more to spend here, because the pur-

in California Cultivate1' 


One of the most productive and 


most interesting citrus sections for 
n student to visit is that of which 
Covina, Los Angeles county, is the 
center. A study of crop production 
there will show how badly the cold 
spell in 1922 affected the citrus in- 
dustry, being1 much worse than the 
cold snap of 1013. 


The Covina Orange Growers' asso- 


ciation, of which C. E. Crawford has 
been manager for about a score of 
years, reached its peak production 
per tree in 1!>21. At this time the 
trees were fairly mature and ex- 
tremely vigorous and the production 
per tree that year was 5.94 boxes 
per tree. Then came the freeze and 
what might be termed the season of 
1922 produced no oranges.- In 1923, 
owing to the great amount of dam- 
age wrought and the lack of return 
of some of the orchards, the produc- 
tion was but 2.12 boxes per tree. 
In 1924 there was another slight 
freeze which held the production 
down to 2.67 boxes. The next year, 
however, it went up to 4.35, drop- 
ping back in 192G to 3.30, this owing 
to adverse climatic conditions, but 
last season it jumped up to 5.08 
boxes, and the present season record- 
ed the highest since 1921, that of 
5.53 boxes per tree. With the usual 
set of fruit on the trees at present 
Mr. Crawford believes that the crop 
will easily run to six boxes per tree. 
Had the orchards been as well equip- 
ped with heaters in 1922 as they arc 
today, little or no harm would have 
resulted. 


Citrus cultivation and citrus care 


have 'changed materially during the 
past few years. There was a time 
when the majorji-v of growers in this 
section loudly i"* tested against the 
proposed orchard heating. !No\v there 
is not a grower but who advocates 
this protection and all who find it 
advisable to practice it. 
So, too, 


have they found that money has 
been thrown away upon soil stirring. 
In the old days it was laid down as 
a mandate, 
Cook, that

The I'uited States '_'<-i!>-rally is prosperous, which means 


a jirood market for oralitres, lemons ;ind walnuts. This last 
season the prices have been more profitable to the grower 
than they were in the war period. 
Mood prices and well 


protected groves during the past three years have resulted 
in the cancellation of mortjrajfe.s to a deirree never known 
before in this valley. 
The banks in Covina will tell you 


that the valley never was in hetter condition. 


In addition to all these blessintrs. we have -lt Republican 


administration and a K 
1 publican congress assured for the 


next four years. That means practical protection for the 
on-liardist and the agriculturalist. It means a irreat period 
of industrial expansion everywhere. 


When you take these facts into consideration, you should 


lie lookinir around in t h i s valley I'm'some {rood investments. 
One investment that is to be <rood wili be new residences. 
\Ve need now, and will need later, more dwelling houses 
in Covina.

Sept. 22, 1928. 


Well, wo finished going thru the 


Inland sea about 2 p.m.—a 24-hour 
run. 
It was surely some scenery, as 


much of it as I saw in the daylight. 


I mentioned something about is- 


lands. 
Well, this sea is nothing 


more than a big lake, very smooth, 
winding around hundreds and hun- 
dreds of small, large, and most pe- 
culiarly shaped mountainous pieces 
of laud. There is plenty of vegeta- 
tion on them (trees and shrubs) and 
they are straight up and down. Most 
of them are populated, and some ex- 
tremely heavily, especially at the 
farther end where we came out. and 
the town of Mochi. The entrances at 
both ends are very narrow and well 
protected. They say that this sea is 
where Japan keeps her fleet hidden 
from sight. As I understand, passen- 
ger ships are prohibited from going 
thru most of the time, and all for- 
eign ships must have a Jap pilot, 
such as we had. It cost us over 
*150 to bring our ship thru this way, 
but it is much shorter, and more pic- 
turesque way between Kobe and 
Shanghai (about 789 miles), so I 
<li<ln 't hesitate to ask the captain to 
squander the extra cash (ah-hem!) 
for my benefit, of course. All these 
towns and cities on the Inland sea 
do a lot of manufacturing and com- 
mercial work, and very few of the 
islands are inhabitated over half a 
mile back from the shore line. 


The weather has been very pleas- 


ant the past two weeks—that is, 
warm, nearly hot, and clammy and 
sticky—a 
typical 
tropical atmos- 


phere. We had an awfully hard rain 
storm for a while last night while I 
was on my watch, but I got out 
without getting so very wet. 


September 23. 


A little more added to this and 


then I must close it and get it off 


preserved thruout the summer to a 
ilcpth of five or six inches. This re- 
quired at least one cultivation after 
every irrigation. 


The practice has now changed 


without attention being paid to dust 
or soil mulches and no cultivation is 
being done by many of the growers 
except for the destruction of weeds, 
it having been proved to their satis- 
faction by Vehmeier that so little 
surface moisture is lost from allow- 
ing the soil to lie as irrigations leave 
it that the cultivation necessary to 
produce a dust mulch would cost 
many times the value of the water 
lost. This is a radical departure from 
the practice»>of past, years. 
KEVOI/CTIONAHY PKACTICE 
Three years ago J. J. Maechtlen, 


La Verne, stopped cultivating his 
orchard and the soil changes so ap- 
pealed to him and others that his 
brother, W. L. Maechtlen of Covina, 
also adopted the same policy of "let 
alone." 


The father of'these boys, Jacob 


Mnechtlen, represented the best type 
of citrus farmer of his day. He was 
probably the most thoro in the care 
of his orchards of anyone in the Co- 
vina district. All that he did was 
done in the best possible manner 
thoroncss being his slogan, and he 
returned to the soil each year one- 
third of the profits accruing from the 
crop. 
Being an" ardent lover of 


plant life he had considerable plan- 
tations, usually marginal to the or- 
chards, of ornamental shrubbery, and 
these were cultivated thruout the 
season with the orange trees. His 
orchards consistently paid a profit 
thruout the years and everyone look- 
up to him as a citrus farmer because 
of his success, and every fewr years 
he acquired by purchase additional 
citrus acreage until when he passed 
away at an advanced age he was one 
of the largest citrus orchard owners 
in the valley. 


Now. "the 
old order changeth." 


The old home place, now owned by 
his son, W. L. Maechtlen, formerly 
had a soil so hard from repeated for- 


:<t present, is more permeable than 
ever before that both orange and 
lemon trees are in better condition 
and more productive and ornamentals 
have made larger growth. His theo- 
ry, which is borne out in practice 
not only on this ranch but on others, 
is that we should have a nearer re- 
turn to nature in that citrus trees 
should be largely left alone except 
for food and water. For that reason 
they are irrigated every 30 days and 
at various times in the year 'commer- 
cial fertilizer is applied. At some 
seasons it is one material and at 
other seasons another. The practice 
has not, been uniform or always the 
same material, but care has been 
taken that sufficient of the three 
chief food elements has been applied. 


ANOTHER PRODUCTIVE 


ORCHARD 


Another place under very intelli- 


gent care, as judged by results, is 
that of F. P. Houser, on Hollenbeck 
avenue, near Covina. Here are the 
oldest orange trees in the district, 
ten" rows of them having been plant- 
ed in 1884. Mr. Houser says that 
while young trees need little atten- 
tion to their tops, that after they 
are 40 years old they should be thin- 
ned and that unless this thinning is 
clone production will be lessened. It 
s not too late yet to say that Mr. 
Houser agrees with the others quot- 
ed that the greatest aid to 'citrus 
culture in that district has come thru 
:he extensive use of orchard heaters. 


Mr. Houser is also a strong advo- 


jate of heavy fertilization and the 
-lacking house manager, Mr. Craw- 
ford, told me that Mr. Houser had 
rees that consistently bore ten boxes 
of fruit to the tree. On ten acres of 
tiis orchard he puts oji 12 tons to the 
icre of stable manure, distributing 
it thruout the year as he finds time 


the supply is available. In March 


he puts onto the t3n acres of 700 
trees one-half ton of ammonium sul- 
phate. Last year he also fed these 
700 trees seven tons of sardine or 
fi.sh meal. In addition to this he ap- 
plies a balanced fertilizer composed 
of the three elements nitrogen, phos- 
phorus and potash. As is necessary 
with almost everyone in that dis- 
trict, he irrigates by the calendar 
and gets the use of water every 30 
lays. 


Following this practice he has had 


good crops every year, the present 
set of fruit being extremely heavy, 
but he says that some of his oldest 
trees now need thinning again to 
let light into the interior of the 
tree and he believes that this is one 
of the secrets of success with very 
old trees, altho granting that with 
younger orchards that it is not nec- 
essary. 


It will be seen from the results of 


talks with these practical growers 
who are noted for their large crops 
of oranges that abundance of food is 
the most necessary factor in produc- 
tion of citrus fruits; that the less 
the orchard is worked beyond its 
real needs the better will be the re 
turns in figures of profit, for the con 
stant stirring of the soil practiced 
in the old days more than doublet 
the present expense per acre ant 
present practice has been the mosl 
potent factor in the reduction o) 
production costs.

PRESERVING ROADSIDE TREES 


To preserve beautiful shade trees 
along the state higlrwtiy, toy oaring 
for those which now grace the road- 
sides, is one of the duties impressed 
upon state highway employees. A fine 
big sycamore tree, standing along 
the highway near Capistrano in Or- 
ange 'county, and much used by mo- 
torists who enjoyed its shade, was 
recently the subject of major tree 
surgery. The big tree had developed 
a large hole in its trunk which weak- 
ened it to such an extent that it was 
feared a strong wind -would blow it 
down. Maintenance Foreman Hugh 
Henry removed the dead wood from 
the hollow trunk and constructed a 
filling of concrete, weighing about 
wo tons, which has added greatly 


to its strength. The surface of con- 
crete was roughened and marked to 
resemble the bark of the tree, and 
•wben -a little Bta'lir*iB %p£>llecl mfthe 
concrete, it will take a close'inspec- 
tion to detect the concrete substi-t 
tute. 


On the new Foothill boulevard, be- 


tween Monrovia and Azusa, an addi- 
tional expense of $450 was incurred 
in securing the right of way in order 
to shift the highway and avoid the 
removal of a beautiful oak tree that 
has stood for years a landmark of 
the community.

Veterans of at least 700 years, a 
rove of pinon trees recently was 
liscovered in the foothills, 20 miles 
north of Fort Collins, Colorado. 


The pinon, a species of pine, sel- 


lom grows to a diameter of more 
han 12 inches and rarely attains any 
treat age. -The largest known pinon 
ree, as recorded in government rc- 
jorts, was 24 inches in diameter. 


Several of the pinons ip the Colo- 


rado grove are reported to be four 
feet in diameter and to have attain- 
ed a height of 25 feet. 


Borings made in the trees by pro- 


fessors from the Colorado Agricul- 
tural college place the ages of the 
oldest at 700 years. 


W. A. Martin, a farmer living near 


the unusual grove, and his brother- 
in-law, W. A. Lambert, 'connected 
with the United States forestry de- 
partment, places the age of the trees 
at. close to 4000 years. Mr. Martin 
recently cut a tree in the grove that 
was slightly over an inch in diameter 
and under a powerful microscope he 
counted 97 rings. 


The trees also are exceptional, ae 


cording to W. J. Morrell, state for 
ester, because of their isolation. Al 
tho they grow abundantly in south 
ern Colorado and the southwestern 
states, no others are known to be 
within 150 miles of the Port Collins 
grove. 


Efforts now are being made to have 


the pinon grove made into a state 
park.

of about 40 acres, but in only i 
small part of this area have tin
